The proportiion of the shops is in

The machine shop will be the first 


tmndnag erected. 
It will be needed 


for the temporary repair work. 
This 


shack will be a brick and s»tone struc- 
ture S'£5 feet long and will be 185 feet 
wide. 
If there is another building in 


Nevada half that size let it announce 
titself or forever after hold its peace. 


The boiler shop will have a similar 


width, but will not be quite that long. 
The same can be said of the black- 
smith shop. 


But what of the carshops proper. 


The pegs show that they will

ple. 
As Reno has already a popula- 


tion of 10,000, The Journal's estimate 
of 20,000 within a yeur or two looks 
very small indeed.

If the Floriston Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany does its part by stopping 
the 


flow of refuse into the stream, Senator 
Flanigan will attend to the balance 
and thus secure for Reno a water 
supply as pure as any on the coast. 


There are at present 100 men and 30 


teams employed on the ditch and res- 
ervoirs of the company.

The 


fourteen miles of ditch, the acres of 
reservoirs and the many miles of pipe 
lines will all be placed in shape such 
as is demanded in this growing olty. 
The water will be carefully protected 
against animals reaching it. 
A mesh 


wire 
fence 
surmounted 
by barbed 


wires will be built on both sides of 
the fourteen miles of ditch and around 
the reservoirs, so that dt will be im- 
possible for animals to pollute, 
the 


water. 
There will be gates at inter- 


vals, but they will be kept locked. 


As soon as the work of widening 


and deepening the ditch is completed 
and the old reservoirs cleaned out and 
enlarged the force of men will be put 
to work ;on the new reservoir on the 
land recently purchased by the Ne- 
vada Power, Light and Water com- 
pany from J. N. Kvans. 
This reser- 


voir will be sixty feet higher than any 
others 
that supply the 
city. 
The 


water from this reservoir will be used 
exclusively to supply Reno and it will 
afford a pressure that will aid materi- 
ally in fighting fire. From the lower 
reservoirs water will be conducted to 
the new railroad town. 
The plans of 


the company are also to cement the 
city reservoir.

The Distinguised Soldier Inter- 


viewed by The Journal—He 
Discusses the Philippine Sit- 


uation and Grand Army Matters 


The Journal editor had the pleas- 


ure of a short interview with General 
Nelson A. Miles, who passed through 
here yestedray morning' en route for 
the east from San Francisco where he 
has been attending1 the G. A. R. En- 
campment. 
The Journal scribe had no 


difficulty in .identifying the battle scar- 
red veteran, his military bearing and 
soldierly mien rendering him so con- 
spiclous that he would have been eas- 
ily recognized among tens of thousands 
of men. To ali appearances he -bears 
his C4 years as lightly as most men who 
have not reached the half century 
mark, and there was, so far as his 
physical appearance was concerned, no 
.greater reason for nils retirement than 
of hundreds of other army 
officers 


whom he ages by a score of years. 
The General declined to discuss polit- 
ical matters although he expressed 
himself freely in regard to our colon- 
ial policy, especially In the Philippines, 
•which he believes to be in direct an- 
tagonism to the principles 'upon which 
our republ'ica.n government is founded. 
He believes that the Filipinos should 
receive the same treatment from our 
government. as the .Cubans; that -the 
United States should secure all that 
is needed 'in that portion of the or- 
ient, in the way of coaling stations 
and other facilties strengthening our- 
selves 
in military ' and 
commercial 


points of view and then permit the 
.Islanders to establish a republic for 
themselves' as the Cubans have done 
under the protection of the 
United 


States. 
He referred to the impossi- 


bility of holding the Philippines ex- 
cept as a conquered province and the 
further impossibility of investing the 
inhabitants with the elective franchise 
without conferring upon them such bal- 
ance of power as between the> politi- 
cal parties of the nation as would be 
a constant menace to our national 
government. 1b.e .General stated most 
emphatically his more'than belief that 
the Philippine question could be set- 
tled peacefully and for all time, and 
without the firing of another gun, in 
sixty days, by the policy which he ad- 
vocates, and to the. entire satisfaction 
of the Filipinos and nine-tenths of the 
people of the American republic. ',.

At Wai lunsburg, that State, there is a paper called 


the St.'inclai il-1'erald, and tho editor's name is Shepherd 
.Because of his criticism on the decision referred to, he 
was fined S-r.(>0 by the said Court, and, th.at, practically 
•without si tearing. 


The case- was a peculiar one. One Oglesby sued a 


railroad company for damages, and got a heavy verdict. 
The case was appealed by the rialroad company to the su- 
preme court and the decision of the lower court was con- 
firmed.

This article was clipped by Mi. C'undiff, editor of the 


Sedalia Herald. -Both men were summoned to appeal- 
without delay before the supreme court in Jeffei son Oity, 
supposedly to assign a cause why they bhouicl not be tried 
for contempt of court. 


They asked for time to prep.ue a case, to employ coun- 


sel, but this was denied thorn. 
' 


Mr. Shepherd was lined $500, and in case he refused to 


pay, he was to be put into jail. Mr. Cundlff, in considera- 
tion of his signing an apology and a retraction, prepared 
by the court, was let off with a fine of one dollar and costs, 
but he declared that if he had had the $500 or his physic- 
al strength would have allowed him to endure confine- 
ment in the jail, he would not have signed the apology. 


Here comes the rub of th^ whole thing. As soon as 


the people of "Warrensburg heard of the decision of the 
court they telegraphed Mr. Shepherd to draw on them for 
all the money necesary to set-him free. He sent for $500 
and the amount necessary to pay the costs, and was turn- 
ed loose. Meanwhile* every newspaper in the State had an 


opportunity to air ts opinions and to repeat what Mr. 
Shepherd said of the court. Unquestionably'the action of 
the people of "Warrensburg in subset iblng the amount of 
the tine brought the members of the court Into consider- 
able disrepute. 


There is a lesson in this for the courts and the people 


in all the. States. Among courts and those who are seek- 
ing their favors there is a belief that courts should be 
above oiiticism. This is a grevlous error in a country like 
the United States. The freedom of the press and the fear- 
lessness of the press, are the bulwarks that stand between 
the people and gross abuses .In high places. Let courts 
and judges, legislators, governors, senators and the pres- 
ident be criticised If they are in the wrong, and let them, 
be condemned as they should be If they are in the wrong. 


In a recent decision handed down in Chicago, Judge 


Tooley put the matter in a nutshell when he said: 
"The 


judge who is doing right need not fear the newspapers 
and the judge who is doing wrong should be made to fear 
them." 


The action of the people of "Warrensburg and their 


message to the editor, Is one. of the many proofs that the 
thousands at the bottom of the ladder are not of the.same 
opinion in .regard to this "contempt of court" business as 
the fellows who are perched on the various runga. If 
those at the top of the ladder became too autocratic, the 
time will assuredly come -when the ladder will be removed 
and then it will be a case of Humpty Dumpty.
